New Year's Traffic Deaths 
Exceed Experts' Forecast

* Traffic Signals Now 
Come With Memories 


It’s do ubtful if any o f the mo dern miraculo us ty pe 
o f traffic signal ,can be mo re efficient than a po lice* 
man at the o rdinary cro ssing. But science marches o n. 
Primitiv e signal lights with their rigidly set timing 
hav e giv en way at many spo ts lo the traffic-actuated 
signal and its rubber treadle. 
There hav e been rumo rs o f dev ices that sto re up 
kno wledge in their electro nic memo ries and wo rk the 
lights acco rdingly . But the who le glo ry o f this field o f 
science is rev ealed by The Lamp, the magazine o f the 
Standard Oil Co mpany o f New J ersey . An amazing 
article, “ Ho w to Untie Traffic Kno ts,” was written by 
Henry A. Barnes, traffic engineer fo r Baltimo re. 
Barnes brings up the “ traffic-density co ntro ller,” 
fo r o ne thing. This has “ detecto rs” placed so me dis­ 
tance back fro m the cro ssing. These supply an elec­ 
tro nic brain with data o n the number o f cars co ming 
o n each street and the spacing between them, so the 
red and green can flash with efficiency . 
“ These co ntro llers,” say s Barnes, “ hav e memo ry 
circuits which sto re up the reco rds o f traffic spacing 
and density at different limes o f day , and they can 
actually anticipate and plan ahead o n the basis o f past 
perfo rmance.” 
And that is no t*all. In Baltimo re they are planning 


to use a dev ice called “ the master,” It will handle 
300 intersectio ns at » nee, and when it starts wo rking 
the city ’s do wmto wn traffic will be “ really trans­ 
fo rmed.” This gimmick wo rks the lights by changing 
them, step by step, to co nfo rm to the directio n, density 
and speed o f cars mo v ing o n many streets at o nce. 
This “ master” (like o re in Denv er i will do mo re than 
300 po licemen co uld po ssibly do , it is claimed.

Another Great Debate Likely As Congress Assembles 


The word, q uarantine, is used to cut off a person or a 
place from contact with others. Usually the function of 
q uarantining lies with a gov ernment agency. When persons 
join together for such a purpose, they are most often snobs 
I who prefer not to associate with their inferiors or they 
enter upon a conspiracy to boycott the q uarantined person. 
In “The New Leader,” a Socialist paper, appeared an 
article by Oliv er Pilat concerning Westbrook Pegler. a 
columnist whom some hate. This little essay is not to be a 
defense of Pegler but an objection to conformity. Piiat 
writes:

The Fund for the Republic of the Ford Foundation now 
has a team in Hollywood going about from office to office 
10 discov er a Black List in the motion picture industry. 
There is a Black List which prev ents from working those 
who testified before congressional committees against 
Communists. When the management of some of these 
motion picture companies are asked why activ e anti­ 
communists worked until they te.stified and ceased to work 
after they testified, the answer usually is that they want 
too much money, which is an alibi. 


Fo r instance. Martin Berkeley , a writer, wo rked 
all the time and earned high pay when he was an 
activ e Co mmunist. Then he went to the FBI and the 
co ngressio nal co mmittees to tell all, pro v iding a lo ng 
list o f names o f his co lleagues in the Co mmunist mo v e­ 
ment. He has since been “ quarantined,” and o nly gets 
wo rk under unusual and ex trao rdinary circumstances. 


Perhaps the Fund for the Republic will use its $15,- 
000,000 to discov er who boycotted Berkeley and how it was 
done. If they want to know why Charlie Chaplin's last pic­ 
ture grossed so little as to be a financial flop, they can find 
that out. too. To be fair, they should study both cases and 
report on both. It would prov ide an interesting study of the 
operations of the Black List against Communists and 
» gainst anti-Communists. 
It may hav e been a slip of the pen, this use of the 
word, q uarantine, but those who oppose the pressure for 
conformity in a free society, pressure from one side or 
another, must be shocked by it. Is there no longer to be 
free debate in this country?

Bliami Herald.” in which the late Rabbi Stephen Wise’s 
daughter. J udge J ustine Wise Po lier, paints fo rmer 
Senato r Burto n K. Wheeler as an Iso latio nist and anti- 
Semite o f the Co ughlin era.

D. Ro o sev elt’s ideas and metho ds. Undo ubtedly , Sena­ 
to r Wheeler disappo inted so me o f his radical and 
liberal Hiends because he did no t co nfo rm to their 
pro grams; he dev iated and tho se who dev iate must 
be purged —■ o r shall we use the mo re po lite wo rd, 
quarantined? 


Senator Wheeler was opposed to our participation in 
World War II. I wonder whether a q uarter of a century 
from now, most historians will not say that much that 
happened between 1939 and 1945 was, from an American 
standpoint, tragically unfortunate. At this time, the m atter 
is still open for research and discussion. To paint Wheeler 
as an anti-Semite because he did not believ e that Western 
civ ilization would be sav ed by World War II is, in 1955, 
beyond reason. And it was so in 1954 when Mrs. Polier said 
it. The unfair use*of opprobrious terms is a div isiv e factor 
in our society which ought to be discouraged by throwing 
the spotlight of publicity upon it.

At this time, when prediction ot 
things to come is much practiced, 
it seems at least a sporting bet 
to predict a tremendous row about 
American foreign policy, to start 
almost as soon as Congress as­ 
sembles. 
The first order of business in 
the Senate, as regards foreign pol­ 
icy. will be two key treaties—the 
mutual defense pact with Formosa, 
and the Manila pact for the defense 
of Southeast Asia. It may seem un­ 
likely that the.xe treaties could gen­ 
erate a row, since there is not the 
slightest likelihood that either will 
be defeated. Indeed, it is always 
possible that they will slip q uietly 
through Congress, without fire­ 
works.

Dulles, possibly Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State for the Far East Wal­ 
ter Robertson, and the members of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff to testify 
on the treaties, before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee.

Knowland

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* Traffic Signals Now 
Come With Memories 


It s doubtful if any of the modern miraculous type 
of traffic signal can be more efficient than a police­ 
man at the ordinary crossing. But science marches on. 
Primitive signal lights with their rigidly set timing 
have given way at many spots to the traffic-actuated 
signal and its rubber treadle. 
There have been rumors of devices that store up 
knowledge in their electronic memories and work the 
lights accordingly. But the whole glory of this field of 
science is revealed by The Lamp, the magazine of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey. An amazing 
article, ‘ How to Untie Traffic Knots,” was written by 
Henry A. Barnes, traffic engineer for Baltimore. 
Barnes brings up the “traffic-density controller,” 
for one thing. This has ‘ detectors” placed some dis­ 
tance back from the crossing. These supply an elec­ 
tronic brain with data on the number of cars coming 
on each street and the spacing between them, so the 
red and green can flash with efficiency. 
' These controllers,” says Barnes, “have memory 
circuits which store up the records of traffic spacing 
and density at different times of day, and they eau 
actually anticipate and plan ahead on the basis of past 
performance.” 
And that is not all. In Baltimore they are planning 


to use a device called “the master,” It will handle 


300 intersections at ance, and when it starts working 
the city’s downtown traffic will be “really trans­ 
formed.” This gimmick works the lights by changing 
them, step by step, to conform to the direction, density 
and speed of cars moving on many streets at once. 
This “master” (like one in Denver) will do more than 
300 policemen could possibly do, it is claimed.

Quarantine 


The word, quarantine, is used to cut off a person or a 
place from contact with others. Lsually the function of 
quarantining lies with a government agency. When persons 
join together for such a purpose, they are most often snobs 
£ 
uho prefer not to associate with their inferiors or they 
enter upon a conspiracy to boycott the quarantined person. 
In ‘ The New Leader.” a Socialist paper, appeared an 
article by Oliver Pilat concerning Westbrook Pegler, a 
columnist whom some hate. This little essay is not to bo a 
defense of Pegler but an objection to conformity. Pilat 
writes: 


“Starting around 1950. sophisticates began to dis­ 
miss Westbrook Pegler as a faded menace. His stuff 
was old hat. they said. He was losing his grip, phys­ 
ically and perhaps mentally. Certainly he was losing 
circulation 
and 
influence. 
He 
could 
therefore 
be 
disregarded. 
“The only trouble with this modified form of 
quarantine was that it didnt work. Pegler lost some 
papers, but he gained others . * . 
t 
The question that arises is. who are these “sophisti­ 
cates” who in 1950 began to dismiss Pegler? Did they 
attend a meeting? Did they telephone to each other? Did 
they start a whispering campaign? By what means did 
they operate ‘‘this modified form of quarantine? 
I refer 
this matter to the Civil Liberties Union for investigation 
aud to the Fund for the Republic which is spending $15.- 
000.000 of Henry Ford s money to discover who interferes 
with civil liberties in this country. 
The Fund for the Republic of the Ford Foundation now 
has a team in Hollywood going about from office to office 
to discover a Black List in the motion picture industry. 
There is a Black List which prevents from working those 
who testified before congressional committees against 
Communists. When the m anagem ent of some of these 
motion picture companies are asked w'hy active anti­ 
communists worked until they testified and ceased to work 
after they testified, the answer usually is that they want 
too much money, which is an alibi. 


For Instance. Martin Berkeley, a writcr, worked 
all the time and earned high pay when he was an 
active Communist. Then he went to the FBI and the 
congressional committees to tell all, providing a long 
list of names of his colleagues in the Communist move­ 
ment. He has since been “quarantined.” and only gets 
work under unusual and extraordinary circumstances. 


Perhaps the Fund for the Republic will use its $15.- 
000,000 to discover who boycotted Berkeley and how it was 
done. If they want to know why Charlie Chaplin’s last pic­ 
ture grossed so little as to be a financial flop, they can find 
that out. too. To be fair. they should study both cases and 
report on both. It would provide an interesting study of the 
operations of the Black List against Communists and 
• gainst anti-Communists. 
It may have been a slip of the pen, this use of the 
word, quarantine, but those w'ho oppose the pressure for 
conformity in a free society, pressure from one side or 
another, must be shocked by it. Is there no longer to be 
free debate in this country? 


The other day, I picked up a dipping from “The 
Miami Herald.” in which the late Rabbi Stephen Wise * 
daughter. Judge Justine Wise Poller, paints former 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler as an isolationist and anti- 
Semite of the Coughlin era. Those are tough words 
about a man who was always regarded as an out­ 
standing liberal until he opposed some of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s ideas and methods. Undoubtedly, Sena­ 
tor Wheeler disappointed some of his radical and 
liberal Mends because he did not conform to their 
programs; he deviated and those who deviate must 
be purged — or shall we use the more polite word, 
quarantined? 


Senator Wheeler was opposed to our participation in 
World War II. I wonder whether a quarter of a century 
from now, most historians will not say that much that 
happened between 1939 and 1945 was, from an American 
standpoint, tragically unfortunate. At this time, the m atter 
is still open for research and discussion. To paint Wheeler 
as an anti-Semite because he did not believe that Western 
civilization would be saved by World War II is, in 1955, 
beyond reason. And it was so in 1954 when Mrs. Polier said 
it. The unfair use "of opprobrious term s is a divisive factor 
in our society which ought to be discouraged by throwing 
the spotlight of publicity upon it.

Another Great Debate Likely As Congress Assembles 


WASHINGTON 
At this time, when prediction of 
things to come is much practiced, 
it seems a t least a sporting bet 
to predict a tremendous row about 
American foreign policy, to start 
almost as soon as Congress as­ 
sembles. 
The first order of business in 
the Senate, as regards foreign pol­ 
icy, will be two key treaties—the 
mutual defense pact with Formosa, 
and the Manila pact for the defense 
of Southeast Asia. It may seem un­ 
likely that these treaties could gen­ 
erate a row, since there is not the 
slightest likelihood that either will 
be defeated. Indeed, it is always 
possible that they will slip quietly 
through 
Congress, 
without fire­ 
works. 
But they could also act 
as detonators for some very im­ 
pressive fireworks indeed. 
The present intention is to call 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, possibly Assistant Secre­ 
tary of State for the Far E ast Wal­ 
ter Robertson, and the m embers of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff to testify 
on the treaties, before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. Sen. 
William 
Knowland, 
Republican 
leader, is a m ember of the Foreign 
Relations Committee.

Knowland

Service Restored 
To 700 Consumers 


Th® city of Oakland, located in 
the midst of Garrett Count>’’s na­ 
tural gas producing fields, yester­ 
day was without the use of gas for 
nearly 10 hours. 
Through an odd quirk of higher 
than usual temperatures m this

A couple of its main provisions 
call for mandatory statewide use 
of voting machines by 1958 and for 
fixed limits on how much candi­ 
dates can spend in their own cam­ 
paigns. 
Overhauling Needed 
An Associated Press survey of 
veteran legislators showed most 
agree that an overhauling is neces­ 
sary for the jumbled mass of 
sometimes repetitious, sometimes 
contradictory election laws. 
But many predicted rough sled­ 
ding for the proposed revision as 
a package, especially because of 
new restrictions on political activi­ 
ties.
